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WITCHES ON THE WARPATH 


There are rumbles of intertribal warfare among the ad- 
vocates of the Old Religion. Last summer, S. Sgt. Joseph B. 
Wilson, witch, and for many years editor-publisher of the craft 
publication THE WAXING MOON, testified that he had infiltrated 
the anti-war movement among American servicemen in Lakenheath, 
England. The NEW YORK TIMES headlined the piece "Secret Agent 
Testifies at Captain's Trial" and noted that Sgt. Wilson, a vet- 
eran of ten years service in the Air Force, was presenting 
evidence at the court martial of Capt. Thomas S. Culver. 


According to Bernard Weinraub writing in the N.Y. TIMES: 


Sergeant Wilson said he had attended six anti- 
war meetings of Air Force personnel and then repor- 
ted the details to the intelligence office.... 


[wilson also] appeared at the May 31 demonstra- 
tion with his wife and five children. During the 
four-hour protest, he took more than 100 photographs. 
Today he identified Captain Culver in one of the photo-

ASTROLOGY AS A BELIEF 


A recent Newsday feature entitled: "Europe's Growing 
Host of Astrology Believers" told of the wide new acceptance of 
astrology among Europeans who "once would have mocked the no- 
tion that celestial bodies influence human affairs." 


A Parisian business executive was quoted as saying: 
"You Americans go to psychiatrists. I consult.an astrologer.. It's 
healthier, more illuminating and costs less." 


France's President Georges Pompidou, the article said, 
readily confessed at a recent press conference that he followed 
the prognostications of Madame Soleil, that nation's most re- 


nowned astrologer. 


A Swiss authority on astrology, Henri Bordaz, commented: 
"The occult sciences are not necessarily false. They are incom- 
plete--as incomplete as the science of chemistry would be if its 
development had come to an end in 1650." 


Paris university professor Michel Garquelin attributed 
the astrological revival to three major developments: "The 
collapse of religious faith, a concurrent loss of confidence in 
pure reason as a guide to action and the spreading interest, 
particularly among the young in Oriental mystic cults." 


Such an observation is neither new or revelatory to 
those who follow developments in the field of the paranormal. 
At the December, 1970, meeting for the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, Dr. Margaret Mead commented that 
astrology, like psychology, was but another way of looking at 
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the universe. What did it really matter, she seemed to be 
asking, whether someone were diagnosed as a manic-depressive or 
a Taurus with Scorpio rising? 


I suppose I have much the same feeling toward astrology. 
Those who are really "in" to it seem to make it awfully com- 
plicated and involved. On the other hand, those who consider 
themselves parlor experts and daily newspaper horoscope buffs 
seem to make it too simplistic. I remain a friendly skeptic 
toward astrology. I have to! I have so many astrologer friends 
that to be otherwise would be hazardous! 


But an editorial in the Cedar Rapids, Iowa, GAZETTE 
made some comments in regard to the Newsday feature that I 
feel contains some reflections worthy of quotation and exam- 
ination by those of us interested in any aspect of the fascin- 
ating, multi-faceted field of the paranormal.
